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As  this  second  issue 
of  revitalized 
Contact  goes  to  press, 
the  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  community  is 
busy  recruiting  the  class 
of  2005.  Though  it  is 
only  January  31st  as  I  write  this  letter,  I  have 
signed  300  congratulatory  letters  to  young 
men  and  women  who  have  been  accepted  for 
August  2001  admission  to  SJC. 

The  Admissions  staff,  with  some  help 
from  alumni,  has  attended  numerous  high 
schools,  college  fairs,  and  college  nights  in  the 
primary  SJC  recruiting  area:  Indiana,  Illinois, 
and  Ohio,  as  well  as  parts  of  Michigan, 
Wisconsin,  Kentucky,  and  Missouri.  It  is 
simply  not  cost-effective  to  expand  to  full 
recruiting  efforts  beyond  that  area. 

Most  of  our  alumni  reside  in  that 
seven-state  area,  but  almost  one-half  do  not. 
What  can  alumni  living  outside  that  area  do  to 
help  recruitment?  We  have  had  recent 
communications  about  this  subject  with, 
among  others.  Clay  Klein  ‘55  of  San  Jose, 
CA,  and  Ken  Renspie  ‘79  of  Tampa,  FL. 
Certainly,  we  can  provide  admissions 
information  to  individual  prospects  identified 
by  alumni,  but  alumni  can  also  follow 
Renspie’s  lead.  Ken  wrote  a  very  effective 
letter  to  counselors  at  his  daughter’s  Tampa 
High  School.  He  provided  a  strong  personal 
endorsement  of  SJC  and  offered  to  make 


information  about  the  College  available  to 
interested  students.  Alumni  who  wish  to  do 
likewise  and  would  like  admissions  informa¬ 
tion  sent  to  a  specific  high  school  or  to  an 
individual  student  can  contact  the  Admissions 
office  at  1-800-447-8781. 

In  this  issue  you  will  find  a  listing  of 
the  current  winners  of  the  Scholar-Athlete 
Award.  This  is  a  new  Alumni  Association 
Award  which  will  be  presented  annually  to 
senior  class  members  who  are  active  varsity 
athletes  and  maintain  a  cumulative  GPA  of 
3.50  or  higher.  A  diverse  group  of  16  seniors 
will  receive  the  award  in  its  initial  year. 

This  year  will  also  be  the  35th  year  of 
the  Alumni  Association’s  Senior  of  the  Year 
Award.  Alumni  Board  V.R  Lou  Offer  ‘69 
and  his  committee  are  busy  selecting  the  2001 
Senior  of  the  Year,  who  will  be  announced  in 
early  April.  Also  at  this  time,  V.R  Steve. 
Ligda  ‘62  and  his  committee  are  identifying 
nominees  for  the  Alumni  Service  Awards  and 
the  Alumni  Achievement  Award.  The  former 
recognizes  alumni  for  extended  service  to  SJC. 
The  latter  honors  alumni  for  career  achieve¬ 
ment  and  community  contributions.  Forty- 
two  alumni  have  been  recipients  of  the 
Alumni  Service  Award  since  its  inception  in 
1964.  In  the  eight  year  history  of  the  Alumni 
Achievement  Award,  eleven  alumni  have  been 
honored.

John  Boler,  founder  and 
chairman  of  The  Boler  Company, 
recently  visited  the  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  campus  to 
deliver  a  $1  million  check  to 
College  President  Albert  J. 
Shannon.  “I  had  pledged  $1 
million  to  the  College  over  four 
years,”  he  said,  “but  I  know  that 
small  Colleges  are  often  in  need 


of  money,  so  I  brought  the  whole 
thing  today,”  he  announced, 
smiling. 

Boler  explained  to  a  group 
of  Saint  Joseph’s  faculty,  stu¬ 
dents,  and  administrators,  that  he 
has  a  firm  belief  in  the  value  of  a 
private,  Catholic  education. 
JJaving  experienced  personalized 
care  at  John  Carroll,  a  small  Jesuit 
University  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  he 
sent  his  children  to  Catholic 
colleges  as  well.  His  son,  James, 
is  a  1985  graduate  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  College.  “I  see  the 
values  that  a  Catholic  education 
has  instilled  in  my  children,”  he 
said.  “My  children  are  good 
citizens;  they  are  participants  in 
their  own  families;  they  under¬ 
stand  the  privilege  of  giving  back 
to  their  communities.” 

“The  faculty  here  are  to  be 
commended,”  he  said.  “You  have 
many  fine  alumni  to  be  proud  of. 

A  Saint  Joseph's  College  gradu¬ 
ate  is  a  proven  product.”  For 
Catholic  colleges  like  Saint 
Joseph’s  to  continue  to  be  able  to 
create  a  student  who  is  “over  and 
above”  other  students,  Boler 
said,  they  need  financial  support. 
“I  hope  the  money  I  bring  you 
today  encourages  other  friends  of 
the  College  to  give.” 

In  that  spirit,  the  Boler 
donation  has  been  used  to  issue 
The  Boler  Challenge  for  Aca¬ 
demic  Excellence,  a  dollar-for- 
dollar  match  program.  The  Boler 
Challenge  encourages  alumni, 
parents,  and  friends  of  the 
College  to  support  academic 
initiatives,  including  faculty 
development,  international 
programs,  service  learning 
programs,  new  course  develop¬ 
ment,  and  teaching  equipment. 
Renovation  projects  that  the 
Boler  Challenge  will  facilitate 
include  laboratories  and  class¬ 
rooms  located  in  the  Arts  and 
Sciences  building. 

When  asked  about  the 
significance  of  a  $1  million 


donation,  President  Shannon  said 
that  it  makes  a  “tremendous 
impact”  on  a  College  the  size  of 
Saint  Joseph’s.  “There  is  no 
doubt  that  it  will  change  lives 
here.  Whether  through  a  new 
Chemistry  lab,  new  classroom 
equipment,  or  new  classes, 
students  lives  will  be  directly 
impacted.”  David  Chattin,  Vice 
President  for  Academic  Affairs, 
says  that  Boler's  gift  will  allow  the 
College  “to  do  things  we  were 
only  able  to  dream  of  before.” 

Boler’s  donation  is  one  of 
three  $1  million  gifts  made  in  the 
College’s  history.  The  others 
were  made  by  James  P.  and  Susan 
Lennane,  for  whom  the  College’s 
Computer  Center  is  named,  and 
Peter  Shen,  for  whom  the  Banet 
Core  Education  Center’s  large 
auditorium  is  named.  These  three 
$1  million  gifts  are  the  largest 
donations  in  the  College’s 
history,  and  with  his  history  of 
giving  to  Saint  Joseph’s  College, 
Boler  has  become  the  College’s 
largest  single  donor. 

The  Boler  Company  is 
among  the  largest  privately-held 
vendors  to  the  transportation 
industry.  The  Boler.  Company  is 
the  parent  company  of 
Hendrickson  International,  one  of 
the  world’s  leading  manufacturers 
of  suspension  systems  and 
components  for  heavy-duty 
trucks  and  trailers.  Hendrickson 
is  a  major  supplier  to  every  North 
American  heavy-duty  truck  and 
trailer  manufacturer,  as  well  as 
many  manufacturers  in  Europe, 
Australia,  Mexico,  Japan,  and 
Latin  America. 

Of  his  success  in  business, 
Boler  says  that  his  Catholic 
education  taught  him  to  have  a 
“deep  commitment  to  sharing  my 
accomplishments.”  In  presenting 
the  check  to  President  Shannon, 
he  said  he  hoped  the  College 
would  not  only  match  the  money 
in  the  Boler  Challenge,  but  "better

Where  There's  A  Will,  There's  A  Way... 

Many  people  mistakenly  believe  they  don't  have  enough  assets 
to  warrant  making  a  will,  believing  that  wills  are  only  for  the  rich. 
Nothing  is  further  from  the  truth.  If  you  are  married  or  single,  if 
you  have  children  and  relatives,  you  need  a  will.  If  you  have 
charitable  causes  you  want  to  help  perpetuate,  you  need  a  will. 

If  you  own  a  home,  have  a  bank  account,  stocks  or  any  other 
kind  of  property,  you  need  a  will. 

Having  your  will  prepared  by  an  attorney  and  executed  accord-

ing  to  strict  guidelines  is  essential.  Several  steps  are  necessary 
for  a  will  to  be  legal. 

•  It  should  be  in  writing. 

•  It  should  be  signed  by  the  one  creating  the  will. 

•  It  should  be  acknowledged  to  be  the  will  of  the  person

•  It  should  be  dated. 

People  who  are  not  beneficiaries  of  the  will  must  witness  the 
signature  of  the  one  who  creates  the  will.

This  includes 
updating  the  strategic  plan  of  the 
College  and  gathering  evidence 
for  North  Central  about  the 
collaboration  between  Core  and 
the  majors  on  student  growth  and 
development. 

Education  Students  Present  at 
State  Reading  Conference 

Nine  Education  students  deliv¬ 
ered  a  presentation  entitled 
“Kaleidoscope”  at  the  Indiana 
State  Reading  Association 
Conference  in  Indianapolis  on 
Monday,  February  5.  The  pre¬ 
service  teachers  shared  lessons 
they  had  developed  in  their 
various  content  areas.  Student 
presenters  were  Todd  Huff  and 
Erin  Burton  in  science.  Ary 
Nelson  and  Jennifer  Frankowski 
in  music,  Becky  Singel  and  Trisha 
Toney  in  physical  education, 

Holly  Shearer  and  Heather  Heide 
in  upper  elementary  lesson,  and 
Don  Shanahan  in  social  studies. 

The  students  developed  their 
lesson  plans  as  part  of  their 
coursework  for  Reading  in  the 
Content  Areas,  taught  by 
Professor  Gwyn  Skrobul. 
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For  the  last  12  years,  the  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  Department  of  Computer  Science  has 
consistently  been  at  the  cutting  edge  of  computer 
networking  and  Internet  applications,  which  has  put 
the  small,  Catholic  college  in  direct  competition  with 
large  universities  like  Michigan  and  Purdue,  who  are 
known  for  their  work  in  Computer  Science.  As  a 
result,  graduates  of  the  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
program  have  been  getting  jobs  that  have  put  them 
at  the  heart  of  the  Internet,  maintaining  its  backbone 
and  developing  new  network  systems. 

“Our  graduates  today  are  involved  in  a  large 
number  of  projects  that  are  cutting  edge,  and  they 
are  continuing  to  push  the  envelope  out  in  the  larger 


progress  of  computer  technology.  “It  has  been  a 
ceaseless  trial  to  keep  up,”  Capouch  says.  “We 
have  been  fortunate  to  have  an  administration  that 
is  committed  to  computer  technology,”  he  says. 
“And  we’re  still  not  surpassed  anywhere  else. 

There  are  parts  of  MIT's  or  Michigan's  systems  that 
surpass  us,  but  no  other  College  [as  opposed  to 
University]  is  as  sophisticated  as  we  are.” 

The  College’s  history  of  advanced  computer 
networking  begins  in  1988,  when  the  College 
received  a  grant  from  the  Lilly  Endowment  called 
The  Dream  Grant.  “All  we  had  to  do  was  come  up 
with  a  dream,”  says  Capouch,  “and  Lilly  would  help 
us  achieve  it.”  “This  was  the  earliest  days  of

how  a  small -town  college  has  produced 

graduates  who  have  pioneered  the  internet 


world,”  says  Brian  Capouch,  Chair  of  the  Computer 
Science  Department  at  Saint  Joseph's  College.  He 
lists  a  number  of  examples,  including  Laura 
(DeYoung)  Burton  ‘85  is  co-authoring  books  with 
Stanford’s  Terry  Winograd,  a  recognized  leading 
authority  in  the  world  on  cognition  and  computing. 
Matt  Davy  ‘96  is  a  prime  engineer  of  Abilene,  an 
advanced  backbone  network  which  is  defining  the 
next  generation  of  Internet  technologies.  “A  set  of 
our  graduates,”  Capouch  says,  “quickly  rose  to  key 
management  and  engineering  positions  at  Ad¬ 
vanced  Network  Services  (ANS)  and  at  UUNET, 
which  combined  with  ANS  to  build  the  largest 
Internet  infrastructure  in  the  world.” 

It  is  unusual  for  a  College  the  size  of  Saint 
Joseph’s,  which  is  currently  home  to  just  under 
1,000  students,  to  be  able  to  keep  up  with  the  rapid 


computer  networking,”  he  says.  “At  that  time  I 
didn't  know  what  [networks]  were,  but  I  knew  they 
sounded  cool.”  Capouch  had  been  educating 
himself  about  advanced  computer  technology  with 
his  colleagues  at  Purdue  University.  “They  told  me 
that  I  needed  to  be  on  ‘this  thing  called  the 
Internet,”’  Capouch  says,  smiling  at  the  thought  of 
the  early  days  of  computer  networks. 

With  funding  from  the  Lilly  grant  and  help  from 
members  of  the  Computer  Science  Department  at 
Purdue  University,  Saint  Joseph's  became  the  first 
college  of  its  size  to  be  connected  to  the  Internet. 

At  that  time,  Purdue  and  Indiana  University  were  the 
only  Indiana  universities  connected,  and  there  were 
only  10,000  other  users  worldwide.  Capouch  says 
that  for  historic  interest,  he  has  kept  the  Sun 
Microsystems  computers  they  acquired  from  Purdue 
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University  at  that  time,  which  were  the  very  first 
machines  that  Purdue  had  ever  purchased  from  Sun. 

Being  the  first  college  connected  to  the 
Internet  was  the  first  in  a  long  line  of  firsts  for  Saint 
Joseph’s.  The  College  was  a  pioneer  in  Internet 
multimedia,  running  an  experimental  user  interface  in 
the  1980s  which  was  a  forerunner  of  modem-day 
web  browsers.  In  1992,  the  College  was  the  first 
institution  of  higher  education  in  Indiana  to  have  an 
official  website.  That  website  was  the  second  to  be 
published  on  the  Internet  from  the  state  of  Indiana. 
In  1988,  SJC  was  the  first  college  to  install  a  Fiber 
Optic  backbone.  SJC  was  among  the  first  colleges 
to  begin  using  the  Linux  operating  system,  which  is 


infrastructure  of  the  Internet.  Both  worked  previ¬ 
ously  for  Advanced  Network  Services  (ANS),  the 
company  responsible  for  maintaining  the  backbone 
of  the  Internet  in  the  early  1990s.  ANS  was  provid¬ 
ing  Internet  connectivity  to  Fortune  100  companies 
until  1995,  when  America  Online,  then  a  little-known 
company,  purchased  ANS  and  asked  them  to  build 
the  largest  consumer  Internet  network  in  the  world. 
“We  couldn't  build  it  fast  enough,”  says  Davisson. 

It  was  with  Davisson,  Balas,  and  Davy 
(mentioned  above)  as  part  of  the  team  that  ANS 
combined  with  UUNET  to  build  the  largest  Internet 
infrastructure  in  the  world.  Davisson  played  a 
critical  part  of  maintaining  that  infrastructure,  as  he

now  considered  indispensable  for  mission-critical 
computing  applications.  Saint  Joseph’s  College  was 
using  Linux  before  the  release  of  the  first  official 
version  of  the  software.  The  College  was  among  the 
first  colleges  to  begin  seriously  working  with  an 
Internet  protocol  called  MIME,  which  today  is  one 
of  the  core  protocols  of  the  World  Wide  Web  and  is 
used  in  every  web  transaction.  Capouch  was,  in 
fact,  involved  in  creating  that  protocol;  his  name  is 
in  the  credits  on  the  official  document  that  first 
outlined  it. 

The  end  result  of  this  track  record  is  the 
impressive  list  of  accomplishments  of  the  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  Computer  Science  alumni.  Two  of 
those  graduates,  Mark  Davisson  ‘93  and  Ed  Balas 
‘96,  are  currently  working  for  Caimis,  a  small  start-up 
which  is  building  new  tools  for  managing  the  global 


managed  a  team  of  50  network  engineers  who 
provided  technical  support  and  planning  for  the 
Y2K  roll-over. 

Balas,  who  worked  as  a  programmer  at  Los 
Alamos  National  Laboratory  for  one  and  a  half  years 
before  working  for  ANS,  says  that  the  training  he 
received  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College  has  been 
invaluable.  “For  the  last  four  plus  years,  not  one 
day  has  gone  by  in  which  1  didn't  use  a  bit  of 
knowledge  that  I  gleaned  from  the  Computer  Science 
program  at  SJC.” 

Balas  says  that  the  SJC  Computer  Science 
students  have  been  successful  because  Saint 
Joseph's  College  “has  been  on  top  of  the  technol¬ 
ogy,  plain  and  simple.”  But  he  also  attributes  their 
success  to  the  Department's  focus  on  practical 
applications.  “Because  it  is  a  small  campus,  they 
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need  the  students  to  help  run  the  systems.  This 
forces  the  students  to  run  into  the  limitations  and 
problems  with  a  given  technology  head  on,  thus 
giving  them  the  experience  they  need  to  be  of  use  in 
industry.” 

Capouch  says  that  the  Computer  Science 
Department  has  been  integrating  its  curriculum  with 
the  day  to  day  operations  of  the  Computer  Center 
since  the  days  of  The  Dream  Grant.  “Our  students 
were  going  out  and  finding  jobs  because  they  had 
hands-on  experience  at  a  time  when  no  one  else 
did,”  Capouch  says.  And  Saint  Joseph’s  current 
Computer  Science  students  remain  in  high  demand, 
especially  given  the  history  and  track  record  of  the 
College  in 
computers.  “Our 
students  tend  to 
climb  quickly  and 
go  far,”  says 
Capouch.  “They 
have  jobs  before 
their  last  semes¬ 
ter  ends.  They 
spend  much  of 
their  last  semes¬ 
ter  on  recruiting 
trips.  They  have 
practical,  real 
world  experience. 

Employers  say 
our  students  are 
already  trained  in 
the  things  they 
usually  have  to 
train  other 
students  at.” 

Alumni  of  the  Computer  Science  Department 
call  Capouch  “visionary”  for  taking  the  College  into 
new  and  uncharted  territory.  Balas  says  that  while 
he  was  at  Saint  Joseph’s,  Capouch  “was  so  skilled  at 
analyzing  technologies,  we  were  able  to  focus  on 
those  that  would  have  the  most  impact  on  the 
industry.  As  it  turns  out,  Brian  was  decades  ahead 
of  the  Open  Source  movement  [which  uses  free 
software  shared  on  the  Internet],  and  this  allowed  us 
to  learn  the  most  powerful  concepts  and  skills  even 
with  the  meager  Saint  Joseph’s  budget.” 

“Enough  cannot  be  said  about  Brian’s  vision¬ 
ary  qualities,”  says  Davisson  of  Capouch.  He 
relates  a  story  about  Capouch  pursuing  graduate 
work  in  the  internals  of  TCP/IP  networking  from  Dr. 
Douglas  Comer,  a  well-renowned  Internet  pioneer. 
“Brian  turned  around  the  following  year  and  taught 
these  same  classes  to  the  Computer  Science 
students  at  SJC.  .  .  .  Teaching  TCP/IP  to  a  bunch  of 
college  students  in  1991?  Visionary  indeed!” 


Jennifer  Krouse  ‘95,  Test  Coordinator  for 
utilities  software  applications  at  Lexmark  Interna¬ 
tional,  says  that  Capouch's  enthusiasm  for  computer 
technology  is  contagious.  “When  I  went  home  from 
his  classes,”  she  says,  “I  wanted  to  read  and  learn 
more.  He  would  be  so  excited  about  the  material  that 
it  made  us  excited  too.” 

Capouch’s  Computer  Science  graduates 
continue  to  exhibit  a  unique  devotion  to  the  SJC 
Computer  Science  Department.  Two  of  the  current 
full-time  employees  of  the  Computer  Center  are  Saint 
Joseph’s  graduates,  and  Capouch  is  quick  to  note 
that  a  number  of  alumni  have  been  instrumental  in 
ensuring  that  the  College  stays  at  the  cutting  edge 

of  computer 
technology. 

“Our  alumni 
have  donated 
their  time  and 
their  money  to 
ensure  that  our 
computer  system 
is  top-notch,” 
says  Capouch. 

At  the  beginning 
of  the  fall 
semester,  for 
example,  Davy 
and  Balas 
configured  and 
installed  Saint 
Joseph’s  current 
network.  Their 
expertise  allowed 
them  to  create 
what  Capouch 
calls  a  “dream  network”  for  Saint  Joseph’s  College. 
“It  is  super  secure,  super  fast,  super  manageable, 
and  we  are  able  to  slide  our  students  into  the 
management  of  it,”  he  says. 

And  Capouch  continues  to  push  the  envelope 
at  Saint  Joseph’s  College.  The  College  recently 
received  a  grant  from  the  Ball  Foundation  Venture 
Fund  that  will  allow  SJC  to  use  the  multicast 
backbone  technology,  or  MBone,  to  record  course 
lectures  that  will  become  full-featured,  interactive 
multimedia  events  that  will  be  available  on  the 
Internet  on  demand.  The  project-  is  going  to  be  used 
to  enhance  the  College’s  Core  Program,  a  highly 
interdisciplinary,  four-year,  liberal  arts  program. 
“There  are  not  many  institutions  using  this  particu¬ 
lar  technology,”  Capouch  says.  “Not  many  are 
familiar  with  their  tools  and  their  use.  This  means 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  would  be  breaking  ground  in 
the  use  of  MBone  in  the  liberal  arts.”  Initial 
planning  for  this  project  begins  this  winter.  0-

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Core  Meets  Multicast  Technology 


With  the  help  of  a  grant 
from  the  Ball  Foundation  Venture 
Fund,  Saint  Joseph’s  College  is 
pioneering  a  project  that  will 
enhance  its  possibilities  for  on- 
campus  learning.  This  project 
uses  an  Internet  technology 
known  as  “multicasting,”  itself 
not  a  new  technology,  but  one 
that  is  only  now  beginning  to 
emerge  as  useful  given  increased 
access  to  high  network  band¬ 
width  (bandwidth  is  the  measure 
of  speed  of  a  network  connec¬ 
tion).  In  a  nutshell,  multicasting 
more  efficiently  transmits 
information  across  the  Internet 
than  unicasting,  which  is  how 
most  data  is  currently  transferred. 
Because  multicasting  saves 
bandwidth,  it  is  useful  in  the 
transmission  of  streaming  audio 
and  video,  which  use  high 
bandwidth. 

“Multicasting  is  where  the 
world  is  headed  in  terms  of 
seamlessly  integrating  audio  and 
video  on  the  Internet,”  says  Brian 
Capouch,  Chair  of  the  Computer 
Science  Department  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  College.  As  Saint 
Joseph’s  begins  experimenting 
with  multicast  this  winter,  they 
will  be  among  a  select  few 
institutions  of  higher  education 
using  it.  “This  is  totally  cutting 
edge  technology,”  Capouch  says. 
“It's  not  yet  mature.  Oregon  State 
is  currently  working  with 
multicast,  and  they  say  you  can 
expect  to  bump  your  head  in  the 
use  of  it.” 

Saint  Joseph’s  College  is 
interested  in  exploring  the  ways 
multicast  technology  can  be  used 
in  liberal  arts  education  and  may 
be  the  first  college  or  university 
to  do  so.  “So  far,”  says  Capouch, 
“multicasting  has  only  been 
explored  by  techies.  There's 
nobody  I  know  of  in  the  liberal 
arts  who  is  embracing  it.” 

The  Ball  Foundation  grant 


will  essentially  allow  the  College 
to  use  the  Internet  to  host  an 
interactive  and  continually 
growing  multimedia  presentation 
of  concepts  presented  in  the 
College’s  innovative  Core 
program,  a  four-year  liberal  arts 
curriculum.  These  presentations 
would  be  available  on  demand 
and  would  allow  students  to  post 
questions  and  add  to  the  content 
of  the  presentation.

The  project  would  initially 
focus  on  Core  lectures,  50-minute 
presentations  by  Saint  Joseph’s 
faculty  on  a  variety  of  topics 
which  are  delivered  to  an  entire 
class,  such  as  the  entire  freshman 
class.  Lectures  will  be  digitized 
and  streamed  on  the  Internet  on 
demand.  Once  the  lecture  is  on 
the  Internet,  it  will  be  enhanced 
with  a  number  of  interactive 
multimedia  options.  The  simplest 
of  these  options  will  include  such 
things  as  links  to  related  online 
material  and  critiques  of  the 
lecture. 

More  complex  interactive 
options  will  be  made  available  by 
means  of  a  “whiteboard,”  a 
commonly  visible  drawing  board 
of  sorts,  which  would  allow  notes 


and  graphics  to  be  placed  on  the 
site  for  all  participants  to  see. 
These  notes  can  be  placed  on  the 
board  at  any  time  by  anyone  who 
views  the  presentation  online. 

This  project  offers  a  host  of 
opportunities  for  the  Core 
program,  including  direct  partici¬ 
pation  of  experts  from  around  the 
world  who  could  interact  with 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  students. 
With  the  proper  technology  at  a 
remote  location,  for  example,  an 
expert  in  electoral  politics  could 
appear  during  a  real-time  Core 
lecture  to  discuss  the  2000 
Presidential  election  with  the 
students.  That  expert’s  appear¬ 
ance  would  then  become  a 
permanent  part  of  the  online 
presentation. 

“This  project  has  great 
potential  for  us,”  says  Sandra 
Greene,  SJC’s  Audio/Video 
Specialist.  Greene  says  that  the 
project  could  become  especially 
useful  for  upper  level  classes,  in 
which  students  usually  begin  to 
focus  their  area  of  interest.  “This 
project  could  allow  students  who 
are  intellectually  adventuresome 
to  enhance  their  classroom 
experience.  The  possibilities  are 
so  rich.” 

For  the  time  being.  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  will  be  part  of  a 
select  group  of  users  who  can 
view  these  online  events.  In 
order  to  view  these  multimedia 
presentations,  computer  users 
must  have  enough  bandwidth  to 
receive  the  information.  They 
would  then  join  a  “channel,” 
similar  to  a  radio  or  television 
channel,  to  view  the  material. 
Capouch  estimates  that  adequate 
bandwidth  for  viewing  multicast 
transmissions  will  be  common¬ 
place  in  the  near  future.  “My 
guess  is  that  in  the  next  3-5  years, 
urban  areas  will  have  the  band¬ 
width.  That's  the  bet  everyone  is 
making.”

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When  you  think  about  music  and  Saint  Joseph's  College,  chances  are 
great  that  Professors  John  and  Anne-Marie  Egan  come  to  mind.  Now  you  have 
the  opportunity  to  hear  those  well-loved  Saint  Joseph's  College  musicians 
anytime.  The  Egans  have  released  Two  Pianos  at  the  Twin  Towers,  a  CD  of  2- 
piano  classical  music,  recorded  in  the  Saint  Joseph's  Chapel  on  May  25,  2000. 

Though  they  have  been  performing  together  since  1956,  this- is  the  first  CD 
the  Egans  have  recorded.  It  features  classical  selections  composed  by  Johann 
Sebastian  Bach,  Johann  Christian  Bach,  Johannes  Brahms,  Francis  Poulenc,  and 
Sergei  Rachmaninoff.  This  CD  is  a  special  delight  for  audiophiles,  as  the  sacred 
space  of  the  College  Chapel  provides  a  unique  natural  resonance,  captured  at 
the  height  of  its  beauty  on  this  recording. 

"Anne-Marie  and  I  had  thought  of  doing  a  recording  like  this  for  many 
years  but  never  had  the  chance  to  see  it  through,"  says  John.  The  project  was 
made  possible  by  a  40th  wedding  anniversary  gift  to  John  and  Anne-Marie-  from 
friends  Gordon  and  Nancy  Klockow.  The  Klockows  had  hired  Fred  Hohman/ 
Zarex  Corporation  in  South  Bend  to  record  and  engineer  a  CD.  Hohman  came 
to  campus  on  May  25th,  anticipating  2  full  days  of  recording.  In  Guiness 
Record  Book  style,  the  Egans  finished  in  less  than  5  hours  of  1  day— recording 
each  piece  4  times  in  varying  piano  configurations. 

In  addition  to  working  with  Gordon  to  make  arrangements  for  the  production  of  the  CD,  Nancy  Klockow  designed  the  CD 
cover.  "Our  deepest  thanks  goes  to  the  Klockows,  Fred  Hohman,  our  daughter  -  Maureen,  and  the  Institutional  Advancement  & 
Marketing  staff  members  who  helped  to  orchestrate  this  project,"  John  notes. 

Over  the  years  the  Egans  have  entertained  students  with  private  concerts  in  their  home  and  have  delighted  the  community 
with  public  performances.  This  recording  is  sure  to  rekindle  many  a  memory  for  those  whose  lives  have  been  touched  by  the 
Egans  and  their  music. 
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All  proceeds  from  the  CD  are  being  donated  to  the  Saint  Joseph's  College  Fellows  Program,  a  program  in  which  John  and 
Anne-Marie  have  been  an  integral  part  since  1962— the  year  they  arrived  at  SJC  and  the  year  of  the  Fellows  inception.
